One of the thirteen weeks allotted lor 


tho closing session of the r'orty-tlgnth 
Congress Tian passed, and so far as the 
House is concerned the amount credited 
on the ledger for business disposed of is 
very small. A few private bills to which 
no objection couM be nmdc, and in whlcn 
no lufae interests were Involved have 
bc-on pushed through by some energetic 
members; and Mr. Adams (of JS'ew York) 
has Induced the llotise to pasH the bill 
allowing notaries public to administer 
Custom-house oaths, thereby saving mer- 
chants thr necessity of going In person to 
the Custom-house, a measure ol great re- 
lief, winch IU friends say the Senate 
ought to reach before ttu: close of the 
session. 


One appropriation bill, patching out 


the Navy for the last six inontlin oJ tho 
current year has passed, but it only settles 
a debit for neglect at the lust session, nnd 
tho regular naval appropriation bill for the 
next lineal year Is still one of the fourteen 
general appropriation blll.s to be drafted 
by the committee ami acted on by the two 
Houses.

affray was the result of a long-standing 
feud. After quitting work Kelly secreted 
his shoo hammer and a sharp knife on his 
person and took them to his cell, where 
he was locked with his victim. After the 
convicts had retired load shrieks were 
heard, and a night-watch, rushlngto their 
cell, found Kelly and Gaines engaged in a 
death straggle. Kelly had dealt his vic- 
tim a blow oo the head with his hammer 
and stabbed him twice, inflicting horrible 
wounds in his abdomen. Gaines will die. 
The authorities attribute the affray to the 
clemency shown in the Mooney-Auderson 
case, which was of a similar character. 


Indian Troubles Brewing. 


DENVER, COL., December 8.—It is re- 


ported from reliable sources that the 
Southern Utes are off their reservation 
located in Southwestern Colorado, and 
depredatory bands are stealing stock 
and burning off the grass and threaten- 
ing the llvas of the people in Southwest- 
ern Utah. Similar complaints were made 
last summer *o the Ute Agency, and Sec- 
retary Teller, after investigating tile mat- 
ter, ordered that no passes be given to 
Indians to leave the reservation. Appar- 
ently the now agent Is no more success- 
ful than his predecessor in keeping these 
Indians in cheek. The settlers iu Utah 
declare that unless speedy relief is af- 
forded by the Interior Department they 
will kill Indians on sight.

The Secretaries were the last to place 
their signatures ou the scroll. 


When all the prelates had offered their 


names and given their assent to the rec- 
ord of their labors, Dr. Corcoran read 
the oath which the members ofjjthe Coun- 
cil had taken not to reveal -what the Coun- 
cil had done until their acts should re- 
ceive the approval of: the Pope at Home. 


Acclamations of thanksgiving were 


then sung by the deacons 
and

choristers, while all the prelates, one by 
one, moved toward tho Apostolic Dele- 
gate to receive the Kiss of Grace. 


When the ceremony of fraternal saluta- 


tion was concluded, the Most llev. Peter 
B. Kenrlck, D.D., Archbishop of St. 
Lonis,, arose, and in behalf of the mem- 
bers of the Council addressed the Apos- 
tolic Delegate, referring to the»wisdom 
with which he had presided over the 
Council's deliberations, and the untiring 
zeal which he manifested.

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USJATH OF JOHN 8TROHM. 


An Old Citizen of Deeatur Joins the 


Great Majority. 


John Strohm, senior member ol the 


well known marble/firm of John Strohm 
& Son, of this city, died this (Monday) 
morning at 3 o'clock at the family resi- 
dence, 542 West Prairie street, from the 
effects of pus poisoning. It *has been 
generally known that the deceased was 
in bad health for several years, but ths 
announcement of his death will cause sur- 
prise to many who knew nothing of his 
recent dangerous condition. About two 
years ago he met with a painful injury 
while horseback riding. To get rid of 
the trouble a short time ago he submitted 
to a surgical operation which was suc- 
cessfully performed, and the result was 
very promising for awhile. He was con. 
sidered convalescent on Tuesday, bat on 
Wednesday there was an unfavorable 
change in his condition and he gradually 
grew weaker and died at the hour stated, 
attended by bis family and friends. 


John Strohm had been a resident of 


Macon county since 1855, and of the oity 
since 1867. He was in the 55th year of 
his age. Be was born near Carlisle, Cum- 
berland county, Pennsylvania, August 22, 
1830, and married Frances Lehman in 
that state in 1853. With his wife Mr. 
Strohm removed to Macon county in 1855 
and engaged in farming and ditching in 
the Garver settlement. 
He remained 


there until the spring of 1867, when his 
brother David died. He came to Becatur 
in that year, taking charge of his broth- 
er's business, and he has ever since been 
engaged m the marble business, lately 
taking his son into partnership. 


The deceased leaves a widow and five 


children—George Strohm, of Emlioott, 
Neb ; Mrs. John G. Stautter, of Clebtune, 
Teia«; J. Fd. Strohm, Emma J. Strohm 
and Annie D. Strohm. His brothers are 
George and William Strohm, residing in 
Pennsylvania, where also reside four sis- 
ters. Mrs. David M. Barnett, of this city, 
is a sister of the deceased, and the late 
Mre. George Priest was bis sister. 


During his residence in Deoatur, Mr. 


Strohm was an active member of the 
First M. E. Church, and was also a mem- 
ber of Deoatnr Lodge, No. 65,1. O. O. F. 


Mr. Strohm was one of the most widely 


known of our successful business men, 
and was acknowledged to be an excellent 
salesman of monuments, to which branch 
of bis business he gave his personal at- 
tention. The deceased was in every re- 
snect a good citizep, and his death will 
ba generally deplored by his wide circle 
of acquaintances in Deoatur and neigh; 
boring counties.
